NAVY SEAPLANES NEABING HONOLULU 
First NRA And Oil Code Test Lawsuit Is Filed Here 
SHIPS FORCED 
TO FLY BLIND 


THROUGH FOG 


Longest Non-Stop Mass Flight in History 


Nears Successful Conclusion as Six U. S. 
Planes Roar Steadily Toward Goal Across 
Pacific From San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11 


—(AP)—The six navy planes 
flying to Honolulu from San 
Francisco were within 385 
miles of their goal at 11 a. m., 
P. S. T., (1 p. m., Lincoln 
time) today, the 
Twelfth 


naval district 
headquarters 


announced. The planes were 
roaring along at 92 miles an 
hour. 


SANFRANCISCO, Jan. 11—(^Pit- 


Approximately 460 miles from its 
goal at Honolulu, the squadron of 
navy planes flying from San Fran- 
cisco reported at 10 a. m. PJ3.T., 
(noon Lincoln time) today that it 
•was neanng the mine sweeper Peli- 
can, the last guard ship stationed 
along the ocean route. Navy officers 
here said the six planes apparently 
had increased their flying speed 
considerably. 


"Everything: Fine." 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11—(&)— 
The six Honolulu-bound navy planes 
making the longest non-stop mass 
flight in the history of aviation 
were nearing their goal today after 
flying blind throughout the night 
because of fog. 
"Everything going fine," Lieut. 


Com. 
Knefler McGinnis messaged 


navy headquarters here. 
At 8:32 a. m., Pacific standard 
time, 10-32 a. m.. Lincoln time) the 
squadron within about 600 miles of 
Honolulu, having flown 1,550 naut- 
ical miles over the Pacific ocean 
from San Francisco. 
"Last night was overcast for most 
of the way, necessitating blind fly- 
ing entirely," McGinnis said in his 
message. 
The squadron sighted the aircraft 
tender Wright at 8:21 a. m. 
Clear weather and favorable winds 
were expected to assist the fliers in 
their final dash to their destina- 
tion, 
One plane, the 10-P-5. piloted by 
Lieut. John Perry, became separated 
from the rest of the squadron last 
night because of the obscuring-fog, 
but later rejoined the flight. 
Steadily the motors roared as the 
big planes swept across the Pacific.

3 FIRE CAPTAINS 
DIE IN $250,000 


ILLINOIS BLAZE 


Victims Killed as Wall of 


Store at Aurora Sud- 


denly Falls. 


AURORA. HI- Jan. 11 — OT — 
Three fire captains were killed and 
four other persons, two of them 
firemen, were injured as a spectac- 
ular fire destroyed the Woolworth 
five and ten cent store here early 
today at an estimated loss of 250,- 
000 


The bodies of Captains Edward 
Rees and John Peterson were re- 
covered from the ruins, but that 
of Capt. Charles Hoffman 
was 
missing. They were pinned under 
tons of masonry and timber as the 
front wall of the building suddenly 
collapsed, imperiling the lives of 
hundred of spectators. 
Hoffman and Peterson, wearing 
sas masks had entered the base- 
ment of the three-story building a 
Tew minutes before the wall felL 
A spectator and a policeman were 
among the injured. 
Fears that other spectators might 
have been killed were dispelled aft- 
er firemen had searched the ruins. 
The fire broke out about midnight 
in the unused third floor. The 
-we was not determined.

DESHLER BROOM 
FACTORY STRIKE 


Citizens Committee To 


Mediate; Irregular 
Paydays Charged. 


DESHLER, Neb. Jan. 


Three hundred employes of 
the 


Deshler Broom Factory, Inc.. today 
were on strike while a citizens com- 
mittee sought to bring about a set- 
tlement of the affair 
The factory 
is one of the largest of its kind in 
the country. 
Both strike leaders and represen- 
tatives of the company predicted a 
satisfactory agreement would be 
reached soon. Meanwhile, the fac- 
tory continued operations although 
only a few employes were at their 
posts. 
There has been no violence or 
picketing since the workers walked 
out several days ago, protesting that 
paydays had been irregular. 
The 
company is operating under the 
NRA code and the rate of pay has 
not become an issue in the strike. 
the citizens committee reported. 
At a mass meeting of broom fac- 
tory employes, townspeople ana rep- 
resentatives of ttie broom works last 
night, a committee composed of 
Wilfoy Caughey, Irvin Schoenfeld 
and August Ruckles, was appointed 
to mediate in the hope of reaching 
a satisfactory agreement. 
Employes contend that paydays 
have been irregular and that they 
have not been able to obtain all the 
money that is due them. 
Repre- 
sentatives of the factory asserted 
that it has been operating under 
the code and paying fair wages, but 
due to slow collections of its ac- 
counts. it has been unable to ob- 
tain sufficient funds to meet pay- 
rolls promptly. The employes are 
demanding their back pay. 
H. B Strube is president and 
general manager of the factory.

$72,620 AWARDED 
JOHN W. BAX 


Judge Frost Enters De- 
cree Against National 


Mortgage Loan. 


John W. Baxter was given judg- 
ment for $72,620.24 against the Na- 
tional Mortgage Loan Co.. of Lin- 
coln, in a decree signed Thursday 
by District Judge Frost. 
The decree finds that in 1924 Bax- 
ter applied for a loan of $9,000 and 
at the defendant's direction signed 
a blank form of note and blank 
form of real estate mortgage, rely- 
ing on representation of the de- 
fendant that the blanks would be 
filled in for $9,000 and with the 
description of land to be covered by 
the mortgage. 


$55,000 Amount Inserted. 
The mortgage company, however, 
completed the mortgage by filling in 
the description of other land owned 
by Baxter and by inserting a con- 
sideration of $55.000 instead of 
$9.000. Judge Frost's decree finds. 
It is further found that shortly 


afterwards the company wrongfully 
and fraudulently paid itself from 
the proceeds of the $55.000 mort- 
gage and note the sum of $27.000 
and on the same day the company 
paid from the proceeds of the note 
and mortgage to Rolland F. Ireland, 
then secretary, treasurer and man- 
aging officer of the loan company, 
the sum of $17.000. of which $16,894 
was on the same day paid by Ire- 
land to the company for the pur- 
pose of satisfying indebtedness of 
Ireland to the company. 


Company -fcxetved S43.S94, 
The company thus received. Judge 
Frost holds, th. sum of $43.894 from 
the proceeds «f the $55.000 note and 
mortgage which was not in pay- 
ment of any indebtedness of Baxter 
to the company. It was found that 
Baxter lived outside the state most 
oT the time until 1331 and did not 
discover until alter then the facts 
in connection with the loan and 
mortgage 


The company has never wiid Bflf- 
ter the S43J994. the decree finds, and 
is thus indebted to him for Uim 
sum,

Large Sums Placed In 


Some Banks Just 


Before Failure. 


More than half a million dol- 


lars collected from state banks of 
Nebraska for 
the old "bankers' 
conservation 
fund" 
during 
the 
period from 1923 to 1925, inclusive, 
is found by State Auditor W. B. 
Price to have been dissipated in 
a vain effort by the guaranty fund 
commission, later abolished, to 
bolster'up weak banks and keep 
them out of receivership. 
In an official report which Aud- 
itor Price has filed with Governor 
Bryan, he submits detailed facts 
and figures' -developed" in -an~tiP" 
vestigation of the bankers' con- 
•servation fund, the old state bank 
guaranty fund, and expenditures of 
the state banking department. The 
study was conducted by State Ac- 
countant L. A. Ruud and two spe- 
cial accountants working under the 
auditor's direction. 


$859,415 Assessments Paid. 


Findings with respect to the con- 
servation fund are that the total 
sum of $859,415 was collected in 
assessments from going banks in 
1923, 1924, and 1925, of which $338,- 
102 was later refunded, leaving the 
fund still indebted to them to the 
extent of $521,313. 
There is only $12,613 cash re- 
maining in the fund, however, be- 
cause $508,953 of it is tied up in 
21 failed banks. Repayments which 
these banks have made range from 
7 to 20 per cent of the amounts 
advanced to them out of the con- 
servation fund. 
No refund has 
been made to it from any bank in 
the last four years. The sums still

FOR U. S. WAR, 
SAYS SUETSUGU 


Japanese Admiral Sees 


Conflict Inevitable, 
Urges Preparation.

TOKYO, Jan. 11—(INS)—Japan 
is already preparing for war with 
the United States, and the time is 
past when the white race can con- 
sider itself superior to the yellow, 
according to Vice-Admiral Nobu- 
masa Suetsugu. commander-in-chief 
of the imperial combined fleets of 
Japan. 
In an interview appearing in the 
publication Gendai, Suetsugu not 
only drew a pessimistic picture of 
the future of world peace but also 
charged that resumption of diplo- 
matic relations between the United 
States and soviet Russia involved a 
military scheme to surround Japan. 
Urges Preparedness. 
"It Is likely that the United 
States would use every means to 
surround Japan. We must prepare 
for it. and in fact we are already 
precaring for it."* he said. 
"We do not believe that diplomacy 


will settle the issues and we are de- 
termined to prepare for the worst 
possibilities of an economic and 
political clash. 
"Undue fears are not entertained 
regarding our navy's status. Noth-

Oil Tide Growing. 


"Each year the amount of im- 
ported oil is mounting," Mr. Stew- 
ard said, "and each year the Am- 
erican farmer is becoming jxiorer 
and poorer. Last year, over 700,000,- 
000 pounds of cocoanut oils were 
imported into this country, taking 
the place of that much potentially 
American pioduced goods. We can 
and must stop this competition." 
"At the present time," ha con- 
tinued, "it would seem that co- 
operation is our onlv hope. Con- 
gressman Burke of Omaha is in- 
troducing a bill into congress at the 
present time placing an embargo on 
the importation of these products.

France Forgives Russia 
Italy Warns Us 
Drink at the Capitol

Automobile sales reflect high or 


low American prosperity. Therefore, 
the country in general, automobile 
agents particularly, are interested 
in the opening of the automobile 
exposition, New York City, with one 
hundred and fifty per cent more 
visitors the first day than on the 
opening day one year ago.

Further- 
more, "Americans fighting Japan 
must fight about 5,000 miles away 
from the nearest American base." 
If America ever fights it will fiehl 
by submarine, airplane, explosive 
bombs and poison gas, and only in 
self-defense and one or two thou- 
sand additional miles will make no 
difference. 


However, Japan will not fight the 
United States for two reasons: 
First, Japan is intelligent, and 
many well-informed Japanese know 
what the United States is. 
Second, the Japanese could not 
win.

with bitterness,

seven years ago of George Albee, 
Oshkosh town marshal, stirred the 
crowded room at the state peni- 
tentiary 
Wednesday 
afternoon 


when the pardon board heard the 
clemency plea of Miles J. Maryott, 
62--?ar-old taxidermist, serving a 
life sentence for the second de- 
gree murder of the man he has 
described as his "best friend." 
Making his first appearance be- 


fore the board—he seeks commuta- 
tion—Maryott, 
after relating "is 


story of the shooting in which he 
declared he finally fired in self 
defense after the marshal had 
wounded him five times, sat quiet- 
ly while his friends praised him 
as a sterling citizen. 
Those op- 


posed to hs release generally sub- 
scribed, to this statement with the 
reservation that when intoxicated 
Maryott was just the oposite, at- 
tributing his present plight to his 
penchant, when intoxicated, of ex- 
hibiting his prowess wth firearms 
and threatening persons. Maryott 
is a crack shot. 


Admitted Drinking. 


Maryott admitted that he had 
drunk some wine but "knew what 
he was doing" on the November 
day in 1926 when, he claims, he 
shot Albee to death in self de- 
fense 
after 
the 
marshal had 


wounded him while trying to make 
an arrest. 
Out on bond at the time on a 
charge of shooting with intent to 
kill, accused of having fired sev- 
eral shots in a merchant's home 
following a quarrel, Maryott bor- 
rowed a revolver from a hardware 
store and bought some cartridges. 
The hardware man, Robert Quelle, 
who testified at the trial, held in 
Morrill county on a change of 
venue, that Maryott was threaten- 
ing to "get" some one. 


Maryott drove to the home of 
the county judge, where he de- 
livered some ducks. He was about 
to get into his car, he said, when 
he heard Albee call "'Don't get in 
that car." 
Albee, who had been 
sent to arrest Maryott after he 
obtained the weapon, was armed 
with a rifle, Maryott said. 


Maryott maintains that Albee 
opened fire then. 
Maryott said 


he asked Albee why he shot him 
and to get a doctor. Albee cursed 
him, Maryott said, struck him 
twice over the head with a re- 
volver and then shot him through 
the left breast. Whereupon, Mary- 
ott stated, he shot Albee through 
the heart. Albee died about 15 
minutes later. 
Maryott 
told the board that 


when he asked Albee to get a doc- 
tor, the marshal replied "You 
won't need a doctor. 


Laying his hand on Maryotfs 
shoulder as he spoke to the board, 
Dr. Morris said "This is the finest 
man in the world, when he's not 
drinking. They told you the truth. 
But give him a drink and It was 
different." It was Dr. Morris who 
dressed Maryott's wounds. 


Mrs. Morrison Backs Plea. 


Mrs. Bess Gearhart Morrison, who 
told the board she had spent some 
time in the Oshkosh community 
quietly investigating circumstances 
of the shooting and its background, 
declared it resulted directly from 
"small town prejudices and politics." 


"I wish more men had power to 
hold friendships that this man has," 
Mrs. Morrison declared, making a 
strong 01ea for Maryott's release 


County Attorney E. J. Nenstiel of 
Garden county and former County 
Attorney F. A Dutton led the op- 
position to Maryott's release. Ac- 
companying them, in addition to Dr. 
Morns, were County Treasurer Ed 
Woods, and former Garden County 
Sheriff Walter Clark. 


Nenstiel 
presented 
a 
petition 
signed, he said, by 673 persons, in- 
cluding "every public official and 
professional man" in Garden coun- 
ty. A delegation of Garden county 
residents, he said had called upon 
the county commissioners demand- 
ing that they send him to Lincoln 
to oppose Maryott's release. 
Albee's Sister Protests. 
Mrs. Janet Savard, Omaha, sister 


of Albee. made a vigorous protest 
against Mayyott's freedom. She is 
helping to support Mrs. Albee, the 
widow, and her ten children. 
State Sheriff Michael Endres also 


appeared to oppose Maryott's re- 
lease on the ground that he killed 
a "fellow officer while he was per- 
forming his duty." 


Among those who appeared for 
Maryott were L G. Lowe. Sidney 
lumberman, who desires to give 
Maryott a home and assume re- 
sponsibility for him. 
Father Flanagan of Omaha also 


interceded for Maryott 
Father 
Flanagan said he "was struck by 
Maryott's charity,1' toward those 
whom he believes are responsible for 
his conviction 


Dr. H. E. Mantor. Oshkosh physi- 
cian, and Al Hastings pleaded for 
Maryott 
Both are friends of 
Maryott of long standing 


George Carter of Lincoln, who 
also has known Maryott many years, 
asked the board to extend him 
clemency.

banks were closed by the Michigan 
bank holiday. 


He later told newspaper men his 
company had gotten back about 
$11,500,000 of the sum. 


The son of Henry Ford told a 


crowded committee room that he 
had about 50,000 shares of group 
stock when the bank holiday came 
last February. 


At one time, previous testimony 


showed, this amount was valued at 
approximately $15,000,000, but since 
has become worth less than nothing 
due to assessment of stockholders. 
Ford denied a suggestion by the 
Investigators that the Ford Motor 
Co. purchased seven and one-half 
million dollars of government bonds 
at the end of 1932 to avoid a state 
tax. 


Questioned By Pecora. 
Ferdinand Pecora, banking com- 
mittee counsel, asked if the Ford 
company had made any "special or 
temporary" deposits in the bank 
units.

THE OLD HOMESTEAD. 


"•JOSSIBLY it was the sentimental appeal of "The 
••• Last Roundup" which inspired the 
Beatrice 


Chamber of Commerce to arrive at a decision to pe- 
tition the federal government to make the Daniel 
Freeman homestead, approximately five miles north- 
west of that city on the banks of Cub creek, a na- 
tional park. 


Regardless of what precipitated the idea, it's a 


pippin. 


As a national shrine, what could be more fitting 


than the preservation of the first tangible fruits of 
a national policy foreshadowing the settlement of 
the west, and the gradual development of the great- 
est agricultural domain in all the world. If there is 
hallowed ground in the sense it symbolizes a guide 
post along the highway in the progress of a nation, 
what spot is more deserving than the site of the 
first homestead? 


Today, it is only a farm, and not an impressive 


one, among thousands and thousands of others, all of 
which look back to the original homestead entry law 
for their establishment. Today, it stands unherald- 
ed and unnoted, lost in the eddying floods of settle- 
ment which swept around and over it, until virtually 
every acre of arable land, out of what seemed then 
a limitless expanse, has been taken by eager home- 
seekers, who built homes, plowed the fields, harvest- 
ed the grain, and in the end, established towns and 
cities wherein dwell more than 10 million people. 


On New Year's eve, in 1862, Daniel Freeman, a 


Union soldier, away from his company on brief fur- 
lough, was at Brownville. Neb., the nearest land office 
to the tracts to be opened for filing under the pro- 
visions of the law which passed congress May 20 of 
the same year, signed by President Lincoln, and 
•which was to go into effect on the first day of 1863. 
Freeman was one of many present that night, and 
•when the throng found that he was forced to leave 
the following day to rejoin his company the troops, 
it was agreed he would be permitted to make the 
first filing with the opening of the land office on the 
stroke of the clock at midnight. Since then, over 
one million homestead filings have been made, over 
120 million acres 
of land opened to 
settlement 


through its kindly offices, and the old west has made 
its great contribution to national wealth.

HAS been years since the writer crossed the 
rickety old bridge which spanned Cub creek, al- 


most within a skip-hop-and-jump of the tiny porch 
of the home where the Freeman family lived. It was 
the road which led to the Blue Ridge school house, 
some distance 
beyond, where the writer's father 


taught in those days of scrimping and starving. 


Great trees lined the banks of the creek, and the 


king of them all stood near enough to the water to 
shoot its roots into the muddy bottom of the stream 
to provide a dam for a deep, dark, and still pool. It 
shot its branches so far that always here hi summer 
time was cool shade. And here before too many 
small boys tried then1 luck, there was good fishing at 
certain seasons of the year. 


To the west was the old Blakely farm, boasting of 


the finest grove of virgin timber in all the state in 
those, early years. It grew so sturdily and so thick, 
truly magnificent specimens of walnut, that one 
could step into it, no matter how hot the sun was 
outside, always to find coolness and the sweet smell 
of a lush undergrowth. 


The Freeman farm itself had its perpetual corral 


of horses. The first homesteader was a lover of 
horseflesh, and in the days before automobiles, his 
fame as a judge of horses extended throughout the 
entire section. Other land may have been farmed 
far more intensively, for Daniel Freeman in the orig- 
inal filing established the precedent followed for so 
many years of selecting a tract of ground close to 
the stream, well timbered, and with less land suit- 
able for cultivation. Thousands of acres within that 
close proximity were more fertile and more produc- 
tive, but it is doubtful if any fitted in better with the 
immediate needs of that period more than the Free- 
man homestead.

THESE recent years, when so much discussion 
rages around the farm problem, the original 


homestead act furnishes an inspiring theme. It was 
the first attempt of an American congress and execu- 
tive to define » competent a self-sustaining, a suf- 
ficient farm program. By implication, at least, it 
said to the settlers that 160 acres of arable land pre- 
sented the opportunity for a livelihood, that a tract, 
of this size not only furnished a means of living, but 
opened the door to a competence for old age. 


Subsequently, when the more desirable lands were 


taken, congress rewrote the homestead act on the 
initiative of a former Nebraska representative, the 
lute Moses Kinkaid. who represented what was then 
the big six district, tinder the terms of the Kin- 
kaid art. entry could be made upon 640 acres of land. 
ft was submarginal soil. tWe high tables or plateaus, 
away from the valleys and far less productive. But 
never through congressional action was tanning de- 
fined on the large scale operation. Its original pur- 
poses seemed to be set forth «> dearly. The farm ol 
the original homestead law was a place to live, a 
place through which one might produce enough on 
which to live and at the same time have insurance 
against oW age. As we said, more than a million 
farms can he traced back directly to It. and more 
than 130 mi'lion acres of land, which year after year 
have added their mite to the glittering mound of na- 
tional wealth, were brought into cultivation as a 
result of it. 


5'ossibly. the American people might obtain a much 


better conception of farming, the farm home, and 
the farm people, if they would deliberate upon the 
Spirit of the homestead art which sent hundreds of 
thousands racing from out of the settled east into the 
virgin west And if a park, embracing the Daniel 


Freeman homestead, the first homestead, could serve 
to return people to those exciting and wholesome 
days, during which an agricultural empire took form, 
it would be well worth while. 


WILLING TO WORK OUT OWN SALVATION. 
T IS a forceful and logical appeal which C. M. 
. Kearney of Scottsbluff, president of the national 


beet growers' association, has addressed to Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace in behalf of that section of 
agricultural industry which he represents. 


The secretary is asked to state specifically what 


objections have been raised to the sugar stabiliza- 
tion agreement that Wallace refused to approve 
some time ago, and from what sources they came. 
It is only fair that the beet growers should be per- 
mitted to know who is opposing their program and 
what motives are behind such opposition. 


Mr. Kearney has made it quite clear that the 


growers have not requested the government to pay 
;hem a bounty upon their product, nor have they 
asked for the levying of a processing tax on sugar, 
which consumers would have to pay, in order that 
they might receive such a bonus. 


All they want, to quote his own words, is "a plan 


which will permit the industry to work out its own 
salvation, honorably and fairly, one which does not 
contemplate either price fixing or a raid on the 
treasury." 


Surely, Mr. Wallace cannot remain deaf to this 


plea. If he goes ahead and imposes a processing tax 
on sugar, as some reports from Washington indicate 
may be done, it will be contrary to the wishes of the 
organized beet growers. 


There is a far simpler method by which the gov- 


ernment can aid the beet growers .without cost to it- 
self. By fixing reasonable quotas on importations of 
cheap foreign sugar from tropical regions, it can as- 
sure the home producers of a good market for their 
output. This would not call for any great curtail- 
ment of supplies coming to this country from Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippines. 
What the 


situation calls for is to prevent a threatened increase 
of the incoming shipments that will glut the market 
and drive down the price the home growers receive. 


The American people consume four times as much 


sugar as is produced in the continental United States. 
They can and will continue to absorb great quanti- 
ties of raw sugar from the islands named, thus do- 
ing their part in sustaining our overseas trade. But 
ihe interests of American farmers who are engaged 
in raising sugar beets need not and should not be 
sacrificed. 


Nor is that -phase of the situation which concerns 


other farmers who grow corn, wheat, potatoes, and 
livestock and also produce milk, butter fat, poultry 
and eggs to be disregarded. There is an oversupply 
of all these commodities at the 
present time, al- 


though progress is being made in reducing it. If 
some farmers desire to turn from these crops and 
raise sugar beets, no obstacle ought to be placed in 
their path. By doing so, they will help to get rid of 
surplus production in the other lines and thus aid 
agriculture as a whole, without throwing any burden 
upon the government or on sugar consumers. 


The Lord, it is said, helps those who help them- 


selves. In these times when a multitude of inter- 
ests is clamoring for governmental 'aid, Washington 
officials should welcome such a self-help plan as that 
which the beet growers are asking the secretary of 
agriculture to approve. 


ART FOR ART'S SAKE. 


JOHN CHARLES THOMAS, the baritone, uncon- 
w sciously raised the question whether art exists 
for art's sake or for the money In it. He walked out 
on an audience of a thousand people in Dallas, who 
had gathered to hear him give a recital, when it was 
found the management was unable to pay a fee of 
$1,500, and there was only $500 in the box office to 
meet Mr. Thomas' contract. 


Probably, the artist finds it necessary to hew rig- 


idly to the dotted line. Otherwise, he might be con- 
fronted with a "flop" house wherever he appeared 
and as a consequence be in the position of accepting 
whatever was available. 


It was, nevertheless, somewhat 
drastic treatment. 


Mr. Thomas appeared in. Lincoln a few years ago, 
and so won his audience that many would like to 
continue the delusion that he sang for the sheer joy 
of singing. 


A GOLD DECISION 


E Kansas City star calls attention to the recent 
action of the House of Lords, sitting as the su- 


preme court of Great Britain, in upholding the val- 
idity of gold contracts. That issue has been raised 
through court action in the United States, although 
the supreme court has not yet handed down its find- 
ings, as to whether gold bonds may be paid off in le- 
gal but depreciated currency. 


Inasmuch as the British government left the gold 


standard, and conditions are much the same as here 
m the United States, the ruling in the British case 
is or interest and importance.

If un- 
dertaken, .it should prove an inter- 
esting bit of research, provided those 
who undertake it are qualified to do 
a first-class piece of work. After all, 
an American like Washington, Lin- 
coln or Lee, an Irishman like Dan- 
iel O'Connell, a Scot like Gladstone, 
an Englishman like Lord Robert 
Cecil and a Welshman like 
Sir 
Henry Jones cannot be estimated 
merely by statisticians. The influ- 
ence of such personalities is bound- 
less and captures the hearts of mil- 
lions of thier fellow men.

QUESTION. 


Is there any religion which has 


not persecuted its opponents? 


ANSWER. 


No. Intolerance has 
character- 


ized them all when they were held 
by the majority. Live and let live is 
a recent development in human his- 
torv and at that it is still denied in 
certain quarters, Hitlerism being one 
example. The Hebrew scriptures 
furnish abundant proof that ancient 
Judaism was bitter against the 
minorities who dared to trangress 
its edicts or corrupt its racial pur- 
ity.Christianity gave promise in its 
earlier stages of being an exception 
V) the general rule. Its founder was 
Himself the victim of religious in- 
tolerance, and for three centuries it 
spread rapidly without the use of 
physical force and despite the ruth- 
less persecutions inflicted upon it 
by the Roman empire. But when the 
faith of the merciful Jesus became 
a state religion it fell from this 
noble estate and threatened heretics 
with grim penalties. 
Islam was notorious and still is 


for its exclusive and militant tem- 
per. Hinduism and Buddhism are 
happily conspicuous for their com- 
parative freedom from the spirit of 
proscription. Yet even in the former 
caste became an instrument of end- 
less servitude and degradation, and 
the latter was severely resented by 
the former. 
Bginning with the year 385 A. D. 


when seven heretics 
were put to 
death by Christian officials at Frier, 
the governing bodies of the church 
abetted a 
reign 
of intolerance 
throughout Christendom. The idea 
that religious uniformity was abso- 
lutely essential for national integ- 
rity caused Catholics and Protest- 
ants alike to harass and penalize 
minority groups. Why should we not 
unitedly confess and lament these 
stains on our record and be ad- 
monished by them against 
the 
malefic influences which make re- 
ligion the dynamite to disrupt so- 
ciety instead of the cement to bind 
it into oneness?

Where can I find a book or books 


which deal with the problems of 
war? 


ANSWER. 


One difficulty in selecting such 


volumes is the insistence of their 
respective authors that only their 
particular solution can be effective. 
Whether these authors will ever aid 
in outlawing war is doubtful be- 
cause they appear to be much more 
concerned 
with 
outlawing 
each 
other Mr. Sisley 
Huddleston is a 


capable writer and he tells us that 
schemes for international armies 
and air forces to keep the peace are 
not only impracticable but wicked. 
Hence his conclusion that not any 
particular scheme but all schemes 
for international police' work are 
"unmoral." 
This is a little sweeping in view 


of the fact that the best brains of 
the world have been compelled to 
accept such a scheme, not because 
they liked it but because the al- 
ternative is competitive armaments 
inevitably leading to war. Its advo- 
cates may be quite wrong, but they 
have made closer contacts with the 
difficulty than Mr. Huddleston has. 


Then the pacifists are scolded by 
a second group of writers for their 
complacent optimism. I have had 
constant association with pacifists 
of every school and I don't know 
one who is either stupidly compla- 
cent or offensively optimistic. On 
the contrary they are insistent, 
alert, vocal in season and out of 
season, proclaiming to all who will 
listen the deadly dangers encom- 
passing humanity. 
A third group berates the league 


of nations and demands that each 
state must see to its own defense, 
which leaves us exactly where we 
were in 1914. 
A fourth group is convinced that 
the economic system hitherto pre- 
valent is the root of this vast mis- 
chief. But we are not told why it 
is that the so-called victory of the 
Allies left capitalism on the verge 
of -collapse. 
My advice is that you pin your 
faith on no particular book. Read 
all you can get and form your own 
judgment. The department of jus- 
tice and goodwill of the Federal 
council, located at 105 East Twenty- 
second street, New City, furnishes 
ample material on the issue.

But the children who 
are repeatedly exposed to reinfec- 
tion cannot kill them off indefi- 
nitely, and living germs become 
embedded in their tissues. 


Infants seem to have a good re- 
sistance to the infection, and even 
after 
having 
absorbed 
virulent 
germs, the active disease does not 
take place in more than 35 per 
cent. Gasul, in an 
encouraging 
study, followed 400 infants with tu- 
berculosis, varying in age 
from 
four months to two and a half 
years. He was able to study their 
health for a period of eight years 
afterward. 
Of these, only 
five 
died, or a mortality of only a little 
more than 1 per cent. 


The greatest lesson 
from these 
studies of childhood 
tuberculosis 
has been that which is summarized 
in the statement of a health au- 
thority of the 
city of 
Chicago: 
••Notwithstanding the fact that the 
clangers of continued massive in- 
fection are generally known and 
thoroughly realized. Chicago is, as 
far as we know, the only city or 
community in the world that le- 
gally 
enforces 
protection of the 
children and compels isolation of 
the non-co-operative case. It is un- 
lawful for the open case to reside 
in thc same home with children: 
either the tuberculous individual or 
the child must leave the home."

He calls attention, however, to 
the fact that three banks received 
back the entire amounts they paid 
in to the conservation fund. State 
jcountant Ruud reported that he 
'ad been unable to discover any 
record which would show why they 
were given this preferential treat- 
ment. The favored trio and the 
amounts specially repaid them, as 
certified by Ruud, were:

One of the glaring cases of this 
kind, Ruud points out, was the ac- 
tion of the guaranty fund com- 
mission in placing $66,500 on de- 
posit with the Elgin State bank to 
help it out of a hole, and later 
$32,500 more. The total repay- 
ments from that bank were $10,- 
880, amounting to only 11 per cent, 
as dividends in receivership after 
it had failed.

Similarly, the Platte Valley State 
bank 
of North Platte received 


$117,600 from the conservation fund 
and paid back nothing. The Thurs- 
ton State bank at Thurston was 
advanced $10,500, but subsequently 
$6000 of this was transferred to 
other banks. There was no repay- 
ment. 
Irregularities in the form of spe- 
cial repayments made to the con- 
servation fund by banks after they 
had been placed in receivership or 
at about the same time, which he 
holds to have constituted illegal 
preference over then- depositors, 
are mentioned by Ruud as here- 
with:

9,950,000 Bushels 
Wheat and Flour 


Sold for Export 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11— 


Sale of 9,950,000 bushels of wheat 
and flour was announced today by 
the North Pacific Export associa- 
tion. 


Frank A. Theis, chief of grain 


processing and marketing of the 
farm administration, said the as- 
sociation has purchased 10,750,000 
bushels of wheat for export, sold 
all but #00,000 bushels, and shipped 
about 5,500,000 bushels. 


The average differential payment 
between purchases and sales has 
been about 21 cents per bushel. 
The amount of purchases to date 
is about one-third of the total 
contemplated 
The wheat sold has been shipped 


to China, Japan, Holland, Bel- 
gium, Ireland, England and South 
and Central America. Flour has 
been shipped to the same countries 
and also to Finland, Malay states, 
Philippine islands, Manchuria, Nor- 
way and New Zealand.

Railway Commissoner Hugh Drake 
Thursday predicted C. A. Randall 
will remain as chairman of the body 
as a result of a dispute over pay 
for corn warehouse inspectors which 
resulted in a new alignment on the 
commission, with Drake in the 
minority positon and Randall and 
Floyd Bollen lined up together in 
favor of a flat rate of $3 per in- 
spection without mileage. Ware- 
house inspectors have been receiv- 
ing pay at the rate of $2.215 per in- 
spection with 5 cents per mile 
mileags. 


Claims $1,000 Increase. 


The new flat rate, which goes 
into effect January 15, will cost the 
commission at least $1,000 more and 
will work an injustice upon inspec- 
tors in the western part of the state, 
who must drive considerably farther 
to make an inspection than those 
in the more thickly settled 
east, 
Drake charges 
in a 
dissenting 


opinion. 
Commissioner Bollen said the new 
pay system will be simpler, since 
mileage expenses will no longer 
need to be checked. 
On the old basis of pay of $2.25 
per inspection plus 5 cents mileage, 
Drake declared, the average inspec- 
tion cost in the December 31 payroll 
was $2.93. 
Drake estimated Thursday that 
the inspection fees collected by the 
commission will net a surplus of 
$100,000 after all expenses are de- 
ducted. 
"The farmers 
are paying for 
this and I expect to recommend to 
the next legislature that the sur- 
plus be prorated back to the farm- 
ers," Drake declared. 
Randall had no comment to make 


on Drake's charges, but Bollen said 
that the inspectors were not com- 
pelled to work and could resign if 
they felt they were not being paid 
enough.

Three residents and

owners of Falls City called on Gov- 
ernor Bryan and registered 
a 


vigorous protest Thursday morning 
against the destruction of cedar 
trees and asked for several days 
ago by a delegation of fruit grow- 
ers from several southeastern coun- 
ties. 
The dissenting men were Henry 


Gerdes, former member of the Ne- 
braska board of control, Henry 
Wittrock, and Henry Wyatt. They 
told the governor that cedar groves 
have been planted and grown on 
many farms both for windbreaks 
and "for ornamental improvement. 


Complaint was also voiced that 


attempts to force the removal of

"I thought I'd faced some serv- 
ices, but that first ball of Bill's has 
the others backed off the boards," 
said the 22-year-old Californian, al- 
most reverently. "It was at me be- 
fore I knew it, and how it twisted!'' 


He didn't exaggerate. A few min- 


utes before the crowd of nearly 17,- 
000 that packed the Garden had 
sat amazed as Vines a great na- 
tional champion only two years ago, 
had tried desperately to stem Bills 
thunderous service by bracing both 
hands on his racquet. Even then 
he couldn't keep it in the court. 


Furious Backhand Return. 


The audience had seen Vines drive 
deep to THdren's backhand, a iorc- 
ing shot, and tear in for the kill as

Yale Alumni Demand 
Kipke as Head Coach 
of Bulldog Football

NEW YORK, Jan. 11—(INS)—Yale's far-flung man- 


power outside the college walls was on the verge of drastic, 
action this morning over the selection of a football coach, 
with the threat of something unprecedented in the history 
of all intercollegiate athletics. The threat was one of open 
rebellion against the vested authority of the university and 
its athletic association, including overt hints of reprisal and 
the withdrawal of patronage if Tad Jones of Yale was named 
instead of Ha-rry Kipke of Michigan, 


Thumbs Down On Jones. 


Declaring that they will not yield 
to the desires of "a wilful minor- 
ity," tfley added that their commit- 
tee of seven, named by Athletic 
Director Malcolm Farmer to help 
select the coach, would take two 
significant steps if Jones got the 
call. 
First, the committee would 
re- 


quest Jones not to take the job. 
Second, it would ask Farmer to 


offer his resignation. 
Farmer, it seems, is one member 


of the "wilful minority" referred to. 
President James Rowland Angell is 
said to be another; in fact, he is 
said to have "ordered" Farmer 
to 
select Jones for the position, with 
the result that Mr. Farmer is oW 
somewhere behind the seven-ball. 
He held out for the eight-ball, but 
that was being reserved for the 
man who did not do what Mr. An- 
gell ordered. 
After all, it is Mr. 
Angell's university. 


Fifteen Millions Talking. 


And in the background is Edward 
S. Harkness, who also wants Tad 
Jones. Mr. Harkness had donated 
about $15,000,000 to the university 
and probably feels that he ought 
to be able to pick a football coach 
for that. 
But the alumni, and 
particularly the majority members 
of the "advisory committee," do not 
agree with him. 
"It has all narrowed down to a 
question of whether Yale is to have 
the man it wants or is to get the 
man that Harkness wants," was the 
word this morning. 
The man that Yale wants and 
the advisory committee has its 
mind set on is Kipke. 
I note that Mr. Kipke, feeling 


himself 
about to be pinched oil 
somewhere in the jam, has 
been 
airing a few statements, tending to 
indicate that he knows nothing ol 
the matter and cares less. Mr. 
Kipke is understanding the case on 
both counts. 


Can Name His Man. 


He knows and cares about it in 
equal proportions and, if anybody 
should drive up in a tallyho and 
declare this to be wrong, I can name 
the man who made him a definite 
offer and also how much it called 
for, not to mention the matter of a 
proposed transfer of Kipke's assist- 
ants at Michigan. Of the latter, 
Frank Cappon, has today declared 
himself out, but h'e was the one 
whom Kipke felt he couldn't count 
on, anyhow. 
The man who made the offer is 
a spokwesman for the advisory 
committee which, the other day, 
voted six to one against Jones when 
Farmer introduced the gentleman's 
candidacy. 


Refused To Stay Fixed. 


This was a great shock to Farm- 
er, since the implication is that ne 
believed he had . the committee 
"packed" with Jones men. 
It was after this vote that the 
offer to Kipbe was renewed, 
the 
assumption being that the well 01 
the committee had been sufficiently 
indicated. Instead, the body later 
was informed that "it had no pow- 
er," which in a technical sense 
doubtless was true. 
Bu"t the real power does not al- 
ways rest with vested authority. It 
did last tune when Reggie Root, 
whom Yale men did not want, was 
the coach whom Yale men ulti- 
mately got. This time? That's one 
that even the vested authority at 
Yale university would like to know 
about.

funds allotted for employment of
